(1) The establishment of a board 
to bo known as the Alberta Liquor 
‘Control Board with a maximum of 
three members, one to be the chair. 
man who will bo vested with very 
wide powers in the administration 
of the act. 

(2. The sale of wines and spirtts 
in sealed packages on ‘permits at 
such places as the board may des. 
tgnate jn quantlites limited by reg. 
ulations of the board, al) wines and 
spirits to be sold only by the board 
through properly appointed vendors 
for consumption in private residenc_ 
es only, 

(3) Permits to de 
board and all liquors including beer 
to be sold only to holders of per 
mits. Full powers of cancellation to 
be granted to the board without ap_ 
peal, 

(4) Beer to be sold in sealed 
packages for consumption in res. 
idences to holders of permits; de. 
tail of such cale and delivery to res. 
idents to be regulated by order of 
board. 

(5) The sale of beer by bottle or 
glass for consumption on the premz 
ises Hmited to premises specially 
licensed for that punpose, such prem_ 
{ses consisting of a room conform. 
ing to strict regulations of the 
board. No such licenses to be grant_ 
ed to restaurants nor to dining 
rooms of hotels. a 

Wide powers will ‘be given the 
board in granting and cancelling 
Buch licenses. 

(6) Local option: The location 
of vendors stores and the granting 
of licenses to premises for the sale 
of beer for consumption on the 
premists as per clau'e 5 to be gsub_

fined by the Act will be permitted 
to. sell beer to members subject to 
regulation by the beard.

Pension System Is Popular 
Canadian Pacific Railway Makes

Cardioscope Is New Invention 


Apparatus Like Smali Microscope 
Shows Heart Action 

Another advance in the means of 
studying the heart has been made by 
the inventor of the cardloscope by Dr. 
D.S. Allen. This apparatus is a kind 
of small microscope, which, as the 
operator watches at the lens, projects 
a powerful light into the incision made 
just over the heart. The heart fn 
action is seen without injuring it, and 
the information obtained is likely to 
be especially valuable in such cases 
as widening or narrowing of the 
valves. Dr. H. Lilenthal calls atten- 
tion to the further great advance of 
recent years in chest surgery. This 
has been due to many changes, includ: 
ing the use of adrenalin the photograph 
for amplifying heart sounds, the car- 
diograph for recording heart action on 
smoked paper, and electric photo- 
graphy of the working organ.
